All  Qufet  at  Stearns— Captain  Wad- 
dle Has  Not  Decided  on 
Plan  of  Action. 


SOMERSET,  Ky.,  Dee.  31.— Capt. 
Henry  G.  Wnddle,  of  Company  •G, 
Some  I  set  State  guards,  arrived  here 
vesterdjiy  morning  on  an  early  train 
from  WiliiamKhutg^  where  he  was 
sworn  in  as  deputy  sheiiff  of  Wliit- 
ley  eounty  aiul  exeeuted  a  heavy 
l>oi)«l.  He  left  yesterday  for  SteArtis, 
where  he  took  charge  of  the  Lexing- 
ton company  oi  Simte  guards  who  ate 
on  duty  theM,  and  will  have  full 
ehai^e  of  the  forces  there  until  all 
trouble  is  setlh'*!  and  Heny  Simp- 
sou  and  his  gang  arc  captured.  In 
eonversation  with  the  News  oorre- 
spondent  he  said  that  he  had  not  as 
yet  formulated  his  plans  for  the  lo- 
eatiiig  and  capture  of  Simpson  and 
would  nut  do  so  until  he  had  looked 
over  the  .sntnation  fully. 

Thinks  Simpson  Near  Steams. 

He  said  he  did  not  think  that 
Simpson  has  fled  the    country  or 

would  do  so,  but  that  he  wa-^  in  hid- 
ing along  the  border  line  of  Kentucky 
and  Tennessee,  not  far  f ron^  Steams. 
Two  miners,,  who  came  hete  from 
Steams  last  night,  say  that  every- 
iliini:  i>  <|iiicl  tlier*'.  and  that  no  fur- 
tiier  trouble  is  feared  luitil  Simpson 
is  surrounded  by  officers,  in  which 
event  there  will  be  some  more  se- 
rious trouble.  The  soldiers  there  now 
:ue  doing  nothiinr  e\-c('j)t  guard  duty 
at  night,  and  are  making  no  attempt 
to^lo^te  Simpson  and  his  men. 

^   Deputy  Marthars  Pmt 

Robert  Warren,  of  this  plaeo,  to 
whom  Simpson  has  sent  woiil  he  will 
surrender,  has  not  as  yet  been  dep- 
utized as  a  civil  officer  of  Whitley. 
As  United  States  Deputy  Marshal 
(ieorge  Massiiigle  has  not  yet  re- 
turned from  Maysville,  where  he  took 
the  prisoners  from  here,  there  is  no 
move  being  made  by  the  Deputy  Mar- 
shals, hut  he  will  likely  return  today 
and  will  proceed -at  once  to  the  scene 
and  take  up  the  work  iigain. 

It  is  now  believed  the  trouble  is 
practically  ended.  There  are  some 
two  hnndred  lidners  yet  out  on  a 
strike,  but  the  mines  hitve  been  start- 
ed up  agaiil. 


Attempts  to  Kill. 

STEARXS.  Ky.,  Dec.  31.— An  at- 
tempt was  made  last  evening  at  8:30 
o'clock  by  three  men  to  assassinate 
Deputy  Sheriff  Waddle  as  he  was 
leaying  the  olfice  of  the  Steams  Coal 
Company.  One  bullet  passed  through 
Waddle's  coat  and  he  was  struck  in 
the  head  with  a  missile.

Frankfort  was  unanimously  chosen. 
The  date  will^  arranged  so  that  the 
meeting  will  be  held  the  same  time 
the  next  Legislature  is  in  session. 

Prof.  F.  Woo'd.  of  Lebanon.  Ky.. 
was  elected  president  to  iili  the  va- 
cancy caused  by  the  expiration  of 
the  term  of  Prof.  Williams. 

Prof.  Williams  has  been  president 
of  flu-  a-sociation  f<)r  the  pa^t  (MLrlit 
years  and  had  to  decline  the  honor 
of  acceptingi  the  presidency  again  on 
account  of  accepting  the  principal- 
ship  of  a  school  in  St.  Louis,  Mo. 
lit  was  ])i  (  rented  witl>  a  handsome 
tray  pitcher  and  ^up  by  the  associa- 
tion as  a  token  of  their  af^reciation 
for  the  efficient  sen-ice  that  he  has 
rendered  the  associati<m  during  the 
past  eight  years.

Beckner  addressed  them  this  morn- 
ing. The  banquet  given  at  ihe  Hip- 
podrome Wednesday  night  to  the 
members  of  the  association  was  the 
most  enjoyable  social  event  of  the 
meeting.  - 


Rome,  Dec.  31. — The  immenatty  at 
the  disaster  In  southern  Italy  and 
Sicily  can  only  be  measured  by  the 
fact  that  it  is  now  estimated  that 
110.000  people  perished  in  Messina 
and  Reggio  alone.  A  score  of  other 
towns  have  been  devastated  and 
thousands  of  victims  in  fliese  places 
must  be  added  to  the  roll.'  In  ,  the 
face  of  these  awful  totals,  all  Italy 
stands  appalled.  ^ 

Nor  has  the  full  death  list  yat  been 
reached.  Shiploads  of  refugees  havo 
arrived  at  Naples  and  other  ports, 
and  the  vast  majority  of  these  are 
80i<ely  injured.  Other  thousands  re* 
mala  near  the  ruins  of  their  homes, 
or  wander  hau  starving,  half  naked 
over  the  land.  The  forces  that  over- 
whelmed the  cities  also  destroyed  the 
means  of  sustenance.  Telegraphic 
communication  has  been  established 
with  Messina,  the  apparatus  having 
been  rstiibllshed  in  a  railway  van. 
Mossa  O  S  which  have  come  over  the 
Iln  ''oimh  they  have  been  meager 
in  detail,  8how  that  hope  is  gone. 
Nothing  remains  of  the  city  iMit  a 
mass  of  ruins  that  have  been  swept 
by  fire.  A  mere  handful  of  survivors 
is  being  cared  for  hy  the  rescuing 
forces,  but  their  distress  is  great  and 
it  Is  increased  by.  the  violent  Icy 
wind  that  followed  the  deluge  of  rain. 
Destitution  is  everywhere  and  appal- 
ling. There  is  little  food  and  less 
water.  Of  Messina's  90.000  population 
it  is  believe  dthat  fully  70,000  per- 
ished. Forty  thansantf  pe6ple  died  In 
Reggio. 

King  Victor  Emmanuel  and  Queen 
Helena  were  in  Messina.  The  king  ex- 
plored the  ruins  regardless  of  the 
danger  to  which  he  exposed  himself 
He  was  ofteft  moved  to  tcNon  at  t^ 
heartrending  scenes  he  came  upon  at 
every  turn.  The  king  was  loud  in 
his  praise  of  the  splendid  work  aO' 
complished  by  Italian,  Russian  and 
English  bluejackets,  who  saved  many 
persons  who  otherwise  would — Ttave 
inevitably  perished.  The  queen  spent 
the  day  in  the  wards  of  improvised 
hospitals,  visiting  the  wounded,  many 
of  whom  lost  all  that  was  dear  to 
them.  Her  majesty  did  her  best  to 
cheer  them  with  womanly  wordf^  of 
codbolation,  often  breaking  Into  sohs 
as  she  listened  to  their  dreadful  tales 
of  suffering.

SCtKS  INfORMATION 

State   Department  Tries    to  Locate 
Americans  In  Earthquake  Zone. 
Washington,  Dec.  31.— Every  effort 
is  betog  made  by  the  statlT'departr 

ment  to  obtain  news  of  American  cit- 
izens who  wefe  In  the  earthquake 
zone  in  Italy  and  whose  fate  has 
caused  their  friends  much  uneasiness 
and  an  appeal  to  the  department  to 
help  locate  th^.  Ambassador  Grls- 
com  at  Rome  was  directed  to  caMe 
promptly  any  Information  obtainable 
regarding  the  missing'  people  and  to 
send  some  of  the  American  vice  con- 
suls In  Italy  to  the  scene  of  distress 
to  render  whatever  aid  possible.  Ef- 
forts also  are  being  madf  to  krep  in 
communication  with  Deimty  Consul 
Lupton  at  Messina,  to  the  end  that 
prompt  advices  may  reach  here  re- 
garding any  Americans  in  trouble 
there. 

The  state  department  announced 
that  it  wHl  make  public  proiQptly  to 
the  press  any  information  received 
from  its  ^dals  In  Italy,  so  that 
news  -from  there  wil(  reach  those  im- 
rmediately  interested  at  the  first  pos- 
sible moment.  The  de;>artment's  In- 
formation is  that  the  winter  tourist 
season  has  not  yet  fully  begun  in 
Sicily.  The  impression  among  offi- 
cials is  that  those  American.s  who 
i  were  in  the  earthquake  zone  in  that 
island  were  mainly  at  TaiMrmlna. 


New  York,  Dec.  31.— The  work  oC 
organizing  relief  for  the  victims  of 
the  earthquake,  which  was  begm 
here  almost  simultaneouEly  with  tiM 
receipt  of  the  first  news  of  the 
aster^  assumed  official  form  with  th« 
Issuance  by  the  mayor  of  a  proclama* 
ti(m  calling  upon  the  people  of  th« 
city  for  subscriptions  for  the  reUaf  of 
the  sulforers.  Mayor  McClellan  w!U 
act  In  conjunction  with  the  American 
Red  Cross  society,  forwarding  all 
subscriptions  to  Jacob  H.  Schii^' 
treasurer  of  the  New  York  tocanch  of 
the  society.  • 

A  systematized  effort  is  to  be  made 
for  the  c«  nfrulization  of  the  many 
channels  of  relief  throueh  which 
funds  for  the  succor  of  the  hungry 
and  hpmeless  of  Sicily  and  Calabm 
are  aow  being  collected.*  The  ltali«i» 
Red  Cross  society'  has  already  bM 
recognised  as  the  agescy  througll 
which  funds  contributed  by  sympa- 
thisers in  foreign  countries  are  to  be 
distributed.  It  Is  now  aimed  to  make 
the  American  Red  Cro.«s  society  thw 
medium  for  transmission  to  the  Ital* 
Ian  Red  Cross  society  of  all  money 
collected  in  the  United  States.  With 
that  idea  in  mind,  Bishop  Greer  sent 
out  a  i;roclamation  to  the  clergy  and 
laity  of  the  Episcopal  church  in  his 
dioccHse  aaktog  that  all  funds  suty 
■ejrfbai.  tor  the  earthquake  snlferertf 
be  sent  thro'igh  the  New  York  itatc 
branch  of  the  society. 

Already  the  sodoty  has  cabled  |I0,<* 
000,  and  In  addition  the  executiv* 
committee  of  the  national  society  has 
arranged  to  remit  immediately  to  the 
Italian  Red  Cross  the  sum  of  $50,000.

Four  Celebrations 

of  New  Years  Day 


EW  TEAR  is  celebrated  In 
this  country  at  least  on 
four  different  dates  in  ad- 
dition to  the  rerular  na- 
tional New  Year's  celebra- 
tion on  January  1.  The 
first  of  these  foreign  celebrations  will 
be  that  of  the  Greeks  and  Rudsiaas 
and  a  few  other  nationalities  which 
adhere  to  old  style  dates.  They  will 
hare  New  Year  on  January  14. 18  days 
latttr  Oian  tbe.  Neir  of  the  new 
ftyle.  Next  in  order  comes  the  Chi- 
Mae  New  Tear,  on  Felftmary  13,  and, 
but  a.  day  later.  February  14.  comes 
the  Mohammedan  first  day  of  the  year. 
The  Jewish  New  Year  falls  nealy  nine 
months  later,  about  the  middle  ^of  Sep- 
ber,  on  the  first  day  of  the. month  of 
"Tishri." 

The  celebrations  vary  both  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  religions  of  the  va- 
rious peoples  and  their  '  climatic, 
racial  and  national  characteristics. 
With  tb.4  Greeks,  Russians.,  Servians. 
Bulgarians  and  Macedonians,  all  of 
whom'  adhere  to  the  Greek  Catholic 
^urch.  New  Tear's  is  one  of  the  most 
pleasant  if  not  the  pleasantest  festival 
of  the  year.  With  the  Jews,  on  the 
contrary,  the  New  Year,  Rosh  Has- 
bana,  as  it  is  called,  is  far  from  being 
a  pleasant  affair.  It  is  a  day  of  retri- 
bution, of  judgment.  It  is  preceded 
by  weeks  of  prayer,  fasting  and  peni- 
tence, and  is  followed  by  ten  days 
known  as  the  days  of  repei|tanoe, 
which  wind  «p  witb  Ydm  nppnr.  the 
day  of  atonemoAl;  a  aieat  gr^wsome 
weird  day.  dteaded  br  ewwy  or« 
tbodoz  Jew. 

Greeks  Celebrate  Two  Days- 

The  most  inter*^  stir.g  and  joyous 
celebration  of  the  New  Year  is  that  of 
the  Greeks.  The  Greek  New  Year 
lasts  two  days.  In  these  two  days  the 
Greek  nature  with  Its  unbounded  joy 
of  life  comes  into  its  own.  The  heart 
of  every  Greek  thrills  on  that  day  with 
unbounded  joy.  Passionately  he 
awaits  the  evMiing,  when  in  his  little 
Orciece,  in  a  genuine  Greek  restau- 
rant, with  male  cooks  and  attendants, 
be  can  get  his  genuine  Greek  food, 
Hellenic  dishes,  and  wash  them  away 
with  Greek  wine  which  was  purpose 
ly  imported  into  this  country  for  the 
holidays. 

"Christmas  is  a  great  holiday  with 
us,"  said  a  prominent  Greek,  "but  it  is 
after  all  a  solemn  day.  It  is  a  relig- 
ious holiday.  No  gifts  are  exchanged 
on  Christmas  and  the  three  days  which 
the  holiday  last  are  given  orer  to 
nliglous  meditation.  How  differrat 
tt  te  Irlth  the  New  Tear!  Next  to  our 
national  holiday  on  March  26,  which 
commemorates  the  date  of  our  inde^ 
pendence,  just  as  July  4  commemo- 
rates the  birth  of  the  American  na- 
tion, New  Year's  days,  for  we  have 
two  of  them,  are  our  greatest  holidays. 
In  Greece  X<>w  Yt>ar  is  essentially  a 
family  holiday.  There  we  have  a  chil- 
dren's afternoon  which  is  devoted  en- 
tirely to  the  young  ones,  who  are  giv- 
en the  utmost  opportunities  to  enjoy 
themselves.  In  this  coimtry,  ^how- 
<«Ter.  it  .is  slightly  diiferent.  Out  of 
the  13.000  Greeks  living  in  Cbical^ 
only  200  have  .tiieir  families  here. 
There  are  only  between  sixty  and 
•igb^  children,  and  as  we  are  only 
jus|^  ^hmning  to  buUd  «  school  of  out^ 


own,  we  have  not  yet  the  means  nor 
the  call  for  a  children's  afternoon  on 
New  Year's  day." 

Still,  many  of  the  Greek  families 
will  observe  this  ancient  custom  in 
this  ccuntry.  They  will  liave  their 
children's  afternoon.  They  will  have 
their  delicious  New  Year's  pudding 
known  as  "king's  pudding."  In  fact, 
in  many  cases  the  pudding  will  be 
even  more  delicious  than  It  would 
have  been  in  old  Athens.  For  one  of 
the  ancient  customs  among  the  .Greeks 
is  to  bide  some  gold  coin  in  one  por- 
tion of  the  pudding  and  he  Wbo  gets 
the  share  of  the  pudding  with  the  gold 
coin  in  it  becomes  the  favorite  as  well 
as  the  leader  of  the  two  days'  joy  and 
siwrt.  In  this  country,  where  gold  is 
more  plentiful  than  in  Greece  and 
where  it  is  more  easily  earned  by  the 
Greek  father,  the  pudding  promises  to 
contain  more  gold  and  be  much  more 
delightful  to  the  finder  of  the  same. 

Perhaps  the  most  unique  Greek  dish 
on  New  Tear's  eve  is  the  coast  lamb,  set 
up  in  Greek  style,  of  wblcb.each  son 
of  Hellas  must  partake.  The  roasting 
of  the  lamb  is  attended  with  a  great 
deal  of  pomp.  The  entire  carcass  of 
a  lamb  is  set  up  on  a  pole  and  this 
is  held  over  a  fire  until  It  is  duly 
roasted.  Then  it  is  sliced  and  ajipor- 
tioaed  among  the  various  persona 
present  at  the  feast  and  the  roast  is 
eaten  along  with  the  other  strictly 
Greek  dishes  and  washed  down  with 
Greek  wine. 

'  Russian^  Like  Our  Food. 

Russiaas  in  this  country  celebrate 
l)ut  one  day.  and  they,  too.  attempt  to 
produce  a  home  atmosphere.  How- 
ever, home  food  is  not  thought  of. 
The  bread,  the  meat,  and  the  wine  of 
the  United  States  are  considered  as 
good  as  and  even  far  better  than  the 
products  of  their  own  land. 

The  Macedonians,  Servians  and  Bul- 
garians celebrate  the  New  Year,  per- 
haps less  elaborately,  also  ou  the  same 
day  as  their  Ofnek  imd  Bniiin  co- 
religionists. 

.  The  Turin  celebrate  their  first  of 
the  year  with  the  modesty  character- 
istic of  peoHe  who  have  not  yet  any 

bold  on  a  place. 

The  Chinese  will  have  their  cus- 
tomary celebration  of  the  Chinese 
New  Year  on  February  13  with  feast- 
ing and  enjoyments  with  which  the 
holiday  is  observed  in  the  Celestial 
empire. 

In  striking  oppositicm  to  the  spirit 
of  joy  and  hantoess  which  pervades 
the  New  Tear  <rf  the  Greeks  and 
Christendom  generally  is  the  New 
Tear  of  tbe  Jews.  With  the  Jews, 
who  also  observe  the  New  Year  for 
two  days,  the  days  are  not  days  of 
feasting  and  enjoyment  but  days  of 
judgment.  Accordiim  to  the  belief  of 
every  orthodox  Jew,  every  meinlier  of 
the  Jewish  race  is  tried  on  ihe  New 
Year.  The  books  kei)t  in  heaven  are 
opened  on  that  day,  the  record  of  each 
man  for  the  year  just  ending  is  looked 
through,  and  taken  under  advisement 
for  ten  days.  On  the  tenth  day,  the 
day  of  atonement,  the  fate  ot  ea<A 
man  for  the  coming  year  is  drawn  up, 
whether  he  should  live  or  die,  prosper 
or  be  poor.  On  the  day  of  atonement 
the  fate  is  sealed  and  nothing  can 
cliange  it  aby  more.

Wa«  Recognized  as  Political  Leader 
In  Pennsylvania  Until  Exposure  of 
Graft  In  Connection  With  Building 
of  New  Statphouee— rWas  Foufid 
Guilty  and  Sentenced  to  Serve  Two 
Years  In  Penitentiary — Out  on  Bail 
Pending  Appeal  to  Higher  Court. 

Media,  Pa,  Dec.  31.  —  William  L. 
Mathues,  former  state  treasurer  of 
Pennsylvania,  died  suddenly  at  his 
home  here,  agbd  46  years.  The  cause 
of  death  was  given  by  his  physician 
IU3  pneumonia,  but  It  Is  generally  be^ 
lieved  that  this  Illness  was  superin- 
duced by  Mr.  Mathues'  tribulations, 
which  were  brought  ujion  him  by  the 
Harrlsburg  capitol  ^raft  cases  and 
his  recent  sentence  of  two  years  in  i 
the  peiiitt  ntiary  for  his  part  in  the  \ 
alleged  conspiracy  against  the  state. 

For  many  years  William  L.  Math- 
ues was  recognized  as  one  of  the  po- 
litical leaders  of  PeansylTania.  and 
his  power  Iq  Delaware  ooonty  p^ltics 
was  supreme  nattl  the  ocpoae  of  the 
cm>itol  frauds  by  his  successor  as 
state  treasurer,  William  H.  Berry, 
also  of  Delaware  county.  --It  was  then 
that  Mr.  Mathues  threw  off  the  man- 
tle of  Republican  cotmty  chairman 
and  retired,  "temiioranly."  as  he 
Stated,  until  he  could  be  vindicated. 

In  March  of  the  jjresent  year  For- 
mer State  Treasurer  Mathues,  For- 
mer Auditor  General  William  P.  Sny- 
der, James  M.  Shumalcer,  former  SU' 
perintendent  of  public  grounds  and 
buildfaigs,  and  Fomiture  Contractor 
J<riui.H.  Sanderson  were  oonTlcted  of 
eonspiracf  In  defrauding  the  sUte  out 
of  $119,308  in  a  oontraet  for  wooden 
furniture.

Tt 
is  pcreniiiaHy  tnio.    And  to  him  that  hath 
a  great  burden  of  responiBibillty  shall  be 
givf'Ti  a  still  jzrvahT  hurdon  also.    Onr  pub- 
JJqU^    Jgj  lie  school  teacher^  bear  cheerily  the  heavj 

weight  of  responsibility  for  the  educatioD 
of  the  children  of  the  United  States,  in- 
clncliiig  as  many  ii(>w  immigrants  as  the 
steamers  shall  bring.  Now,  because  the 
teacheiR  have  so  mnch  resjponsibility,  we 
givo  t>«om  nioroi  we  ask  their  direct  super- 
vision of  the  health  of  every  school  child, 
and  if  crime  increaees  in  a  commnnity  wc 
ask  whether  the  public  schools  are  not  re- 
sponsible. These  gr*>at  expectations  from  our  public  school  teachers  are 
even  when  they  take  the  form  of  severe  criticism,  a  coinpliuicnt  in  disguise, 
Ex^pectation  is  the  sincerest  flattery.  Our  public  schools  are  on  the  whole 
such  transinutinir  influenc««;i  for  good  that  wo  expect  tbeni  to  turn  straw 
into  .gold;  to  undo  in  a  few  hours  of  the  day  any  evil  tendencies  of  in- 
heritance or  surroundings;  to  instill  wisdom  and-  virtue  into  60  pupils 
at  the  same  time  aiid  to  turn  bewildered  little  foreigners  into  loyal  Ameri- 
cans. .Vnd  further,  we  expect  onr  teachers  to  do  all  this  on  an  average 
salary  of  $10  a  week.  •  •  • 

4  This  overwhelming  hope'  of  the  people  for  results  from  tK)sir  schools 
is  undoubtedly  a  great  stiniuhis  to  the  TOiuhers.  W(>  do  not  turn  to  any 
other  body  of  people — to  the  churches,  the  legislature  or  the  courts— with 
anything  like  the  eager  faith  'with  wiiich  wtf  tnm  to  the  public  school. 
And  in  the  eyes  of  the  best  teachers  we  see  a  look  Ihat  abiywB  the  response 
to  an  almost  impossibly  high  standard. 

1  count  the  lutlucnce  of  the  public  schools  «B  the  gr^itest  single  in- 
fluence in  our  nation.  But  imtil  psnnts  and  eitiKaa  take  enough  inter-

can  never  do  their  best.

Clear  soup  or  consemmf  should  be 
strained  through  a  folded  towel  laM 
on  a  cf)Iander  It  must  not  be  squeez- 
ed, or  some  of  the  small  particles  of 
egg  used  In  clearing  will  be  forced 
through  and  spoil  the  soap. 

Ammonia  should  not  be  used  in  the 
eveulnt:  or  near  a  fire,  nor  should  th« 
bottle  be  allowed  to  remain  nvcotked.
